mour, Efquire, our captain-general and governor in 
chief of this our province, to the government thereof,) 
very confderably increafed in the number of its inhabi~ 
tants, as well as buildings both public and private, fa 
that it excelleth all other towns and ports in our /aid 
province, and for that our prefent feat of government 
within our province aforejaid is fixed at the faid port 
and town, whereby the J ante is become the chkf'jndft of 
thg %vh?k country} 
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IV~E, being willing to encourage all our gond and 

fait I.fid JubjeSis, as well at prfent rfiding and inha­
biting, or which hereafter Jhall or may inhabit or rejide^ 
within the fame port of Annapolis, of our royal grace, 
good will and m re motion, with the advice of our conn-
cil in our faid province, have thought fit, and do, by 
tbefe our letters patent, conjiitnte and erebf the faid 

Jown and port of Annapolis, together with the circuits 
and precincts thereof, including the lands heretofore laid 

.cut for the faid town and port of Annapolis, public 
•pafwre and town common, together with the river and 

..creeks adjacent, into a city, by the name of T H E C I T Y 

OK A N N A P O L I S ; and do grant to the inhabitants of 
the faid city, that the fame city ft:all be an Incorporate 
City, corfifling of a A/avor, one per/in learned in the 
law, Jlyled and bearing the office of Recorder oj the faid 
city, and fix Aider men., and ten other perj'ms to be 
Common-Council-Men of the (hid city ; which faid 
.Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen end Common-Council-Men, 
jhall be a body incotpordte, and one community for ever, 
in right and by the name of Mayor, Recorder, Alder-
jnett and Common -Council, of the jaid city of Ann?.-
polis ; Jhall be ab:e and capable to ftie and be Jued ci 
Jaw, and to aid and execute, do and perform, as a body 
incorporate, which Jhall have fuccefjion jor ever, and, 
to that end, to have a common Jeal; and that Amos 
Garrett, Ffjuire, one of the inhabitants of the faid city, 
ft.all for the prfent be and be named mayor of the Jaid 
city for the enjuing year, and WornelS Hunt , FJ'quire, 
•recorder theref, and William Bladen, John Freeman,, /, 

.Benjamin Fordham, Kvan Jones, Thomas Bordley 
•and Jofiah Willfon, Ffquires, inhabitants of the Jaid 
cty, Jhall be aldermen thereof fo long as they Jhall well 
hctyflyye themfelves therein, .having firji taken and Jub-

fcribed 
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fcrihed the tf and fveral oaths for fecurtty of the 
government, as by law ejl&blijhed, and alp the oath ap-
p Anted by Us, or our pr< lent governor, to be ta '-en by 
the mayor, recorder and a/derm n, of the city of Anna­
polis afr.jaid, which Jhall be adminiflered to them by 
our governor in chi ft, or keeper of the great feal jthis 
our province for the time being, or by Inch other perjon 
er perfons as we, our heir- andfuccefjors, or our gover­
nor aforejaid for the time being, Jljall from time to time 
authorije and appoint to adminijler the Jame ; and we 
grant that the faid mayor, recorder and aldermen, or 
the major part of them, Jhall eleB and chofe ten other 
of the mojt fujjicient of the inhabitants of the faid citi', 
b'ing freemen thereof, to be of the common-council of 
the Jaid city for Jo long time as they Jhall well behave 
ihemj elves. 

ANT>, to perpetuate the juccefjion of the faid mayor, 
recorder, aldermen and common-council, in all tim' to 
come, we do grant, that jor the future they fall afjem-
ble in Jbme convenient place in the Jaid 'city upon the 
feafl eLy f St. Michael, the archangel, in every year, 
and Jhall eleB ahd cbooj'e; by the major vote of fuch of 
them as Jhall be then prjent, one other if the aldermen

faid city* (but that, until then, the foeriff of Anne-
Arundel county for the time being foall befoeriff of the 

faid city,) and to make, order and appoint, fiich by­
laws and ordinances among themfelves, for the regulation 
and good government of trade and other matters, exi­
gencies and things, within the fau) city and precincts, 
as to them, or the major part of them, fhall feem meet, 
to be conjonant to rccfon, and not Contrary, but, as near 
as convenitntly may be, agreeable to the laws a?idjlatutes 
now in force } which faid by-laws Jljall be obfrved, 
kept and performed, by all manner of perfons trading 
end refding within the faid city, under fuch reafonable 
pains, penalties and forfeiture:, as jhatt be impofea by

AND further, ive do grant and give full power, 
licence, privilege and authority, to the mayor, recorder;

freeholders of the faid city ; that is to fay, all perfons 
owning a whole lot of land, with an houfe built thereon 
according to law, and all perfons actually rejiding and 
inhabiting in the fid city, having a vijikle cjlcie. of 
the value of'twenty pounds ft crling at the leaf, and like-
wife all perfons that hereafter Jhall ferve five years to 
any trade within this city, and Jhall, after the expira­
tion of their time, be aciually houfekeepers and inhabi­
tants in the fame, to fend two citizens and delegates to 
every of our afembly or ajfemblies hereafter to be held, 
cr at any time or times hereafter to be called to be held, 
for this cur Jaid fravince of Maryland, to be elected 
and chofen out of the inhabitants actually being and re-
Ming within the faid city, having a freehold, or vifibk 
eft ate, of the value of twenty founds for ling therein , 
by the faid mayor, recorder, aldermen, common-council-
men, freeholders and free men, as aforefiid, or the major 
pari of them, being then prefeni, by virtue of our writ 
cr writs of eleBlon, to be fent to them for thai purpofe i 
which faid writ or writs we do hereby grant- jhall be 
ifjiicd cut end fent to the faid mayor, recorder and alder­
men, when and fo often as occajion fall re attire $ pro­
vided, that all fuch electors or voters as of orefaid do 
take an oath to be true to the inter eft cf the faid city, 
before they be admitted to fuch vote} and provided alfo,

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and at all times after the end of the next general ajfem-
bly to he held for this province, no free man as dforefdld, 
not being a freeholder as cforefaid, ft all have the liberty 
of fitch vote as aforejaid until three months after fitch 
his freedom obtained, 

JtND, ivhen hereafter there Jhall happen any gene­
ral afjembly to be held, according as writs Jhall be fent 

for the Jeveral and refpeBive counties for electing depu­
ties or delegates for their Jeveral and refpeBive counties 
in this our province ej Maryland, we further grant, 
that the faid citizens and delegates, by themfo as afore-

faid eletied and frit, Jhall have full and free votes and 
voices in all and every cf cur general ajjemblks, touch­
ing or concerning all matters or things there to be dif-
courfed and handled, a:, other the deputies or delegates 
of the feveral and refpeBive counties Jormerly have had, 
•now have, or hereafter Jhall have. 

AND further, we grant and give licence to the 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and common-council, cf the 
Jaid city, for the time being, and their fucceflors for 
ever, to have and to hold two niarkets weekly within 
the faid city, on every Wednefday and Saturday in the 
week, in jorne convenient place to be by them appointed 
within the precincts and liberties of the faid city, and 
alfo two fairs yearly, to be kept on Monday called St. 
Philip and jncob's day, and on thefeafi of St? Michael, 
the archangel, for on the next day fucceeding each or 
either cf them in cafe they fhall happen to fall on the 
Lord'j day,) for thefale and vending all manner cf goods, 
cattle, wares and racrchandijes, whatfoever; on which 

faid pair days, and firfi two days bej ore and after, all 
per/ons coming to the faid fairs,, together with their 
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cattle, goods, wares and merchandfes, and returning 
thence, J7:all be exempt and privileged from any arrejl, 
attachments or executions, whatfoever; and that the 

faid mayor and aldermen Jljall have power to Jet fuch 
reafonable toll upon Juih goods, cattle, merchandijes and 
other commodities, as fall be fold therein refpeclively, as 
Jhall be thought Jit, not exceeding Jix-pence on every 
keaf fold, and the twentieth part of the value of any 
commodity, andpall and may hold a court of pypowdry, 
during the faid fair, for the determination of all contro~ 
njerjies and quarrels, which may happen therein, accord-
ing to the iifual courje in England in the like cafes, and 
we grant unto them all profits and perqui/ites due, in­
cident and belonging, to Jaid market-fair and court of 
pypowdry. •- • [. 

AND further, we do grant that the faid mayor, 
recorder and aldermen, or any three or more of them,, 
(hiall bold a court of' huflings within the faid city, where 
they are hereby empowered to make proper officers > and 

fettle reajbnable fees, not exceeding what are now allowed 
in the county court, and Jhall have jurifdiclion, and hold 
plea of trfpafs and ejeel merit forany lands ortenements 
within the Jaid city, as aljo of all writs of dower jor the 

fame lands and tenements, and of all other aSlions, per­
ianal and mixed, and, as a court of record, give judge­
ment, and award execution thereon, according to the 
laws and llatutes of England and this province; pro­
vided the demand in the faid action, perjonal and mixedv 

exceed not the jum of fix pounds ten Jlnllings Jlerling, or 
feventeen hundred pounds of tobacco. 

AND provide I neverthelefs, That any party or par­
ties, plaintiffs or djendants, Jhall be at .their liberty,

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an good grounds, to bring "writs of habeas corpus and 
certiorari to remove any plaints from the faid hujiings to 
the provincial court of this province, and alfo to appeal 

from the judgment of the mayor s court, or bring writs 
of error, at their choice, to the provincial court, under 

fuch limitation and regulation as is already, by the a£t 
cf aff'embly of this province, ajfigned for profecuting 
appeals and writs of error from the county courts to the 
provincial.

jLn ACT confirming and explaining the charter to the 
city of Annapolis. 

WHEREAS this prefcnt general affembly have 
taken into their confideration the charter late­

ly granted to the city of Annapolis, and being defirous 
to give all due encouragement to cohabitation, have 
rdbived to confirm the fame charter, and to explain 
and reftrain fome claufes and grants therein contained, 
Efrey humbly pray that it.may be enacted, 

II . A N D I T IS HEREBY E N A C T E D , by the 

Queen's moji excellent Majejiy, by and with the Advice 
and Conjeni of her Majejly's Governor, Council and 
AjJ'embiy, of this Provim e, and by the Authority of 
ihe fame, That the faid charter to the city of Anna­
polis, bearing date, at the laid city, on the twenty-
fecond day of November, anno 1708, in the feventh 
year of her majefly';; reign, fealed with the great feal 
of this her majefty's province, and ligned with the 
fign manual of his excellency John Seymour, Efquire, 
captain-general and governor in chief thereof, incor­
porating the inhabitants of Annapolis into a city and 
body corporate, and the feveral articles, claufes, 
grants, powers, authorities and privileges, therein. 
xontainedj fhall, by virtue of this act, be held, token, 

ftelhd,

' 
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itand, remain, and be firm and valid, to all intents 
and purpofes whatfoever, within the fame charter 
mentioned and expreffed, fubjecf. neverthelefs to the 
feveral reftridtions and explanations herein fpecified 
and declared ; (that is to fay,) that it fhall in no 
wife be intended, conftrued, meant or taken, to in­
fringe the liberties and privileges of the public, either 
in regard to the public lands and buildings by them 
heretofore purchafed and built, but that the fame 
fhall be referved and continued for ever to the ufes 
and purpofes to which they have already been allot­
ted; and that all and every the judges and juftices of 
the feveral courts of judicature, which have ufually 
held their courts within the fame city, in the public 
court-houfe thereof, mall and may continue fo to do^ 
and the juftices, commiffioners and fheriff, of Anne-
Arundel county, fhall have, hold and exercife, their 
jurifdiction, in as full and ample manner, to all in­
tents and purpofes, in the port of Annapolis, as here­
tofore had been ufual. 

III . A N D BE I T F U R T H E R E N A C T E D AND DE­
C L A R E D , That the by-laws to be made by the faid 
corporation (hall not affect, or be binding to, any 
other the inhabitants of this province, but wholly 
reflrained to the inhabitants and refidents of the faid 
city ; and that the claufe in the faid charter, empow­
ering the corporation to fet toll on horfes, cattle and 
other commodities, to be fold on the two fair days of 
the fait of May, and of St. Michael the archangel* 
yearly, mall not, in anywife, enure, be conftrued or 
extended, to empowering the corporation to a'frefs any 
toll or impoft upon cattle, goods, wares or mer-
chandifes, whatfoever, to be fold therein, if the goods,.. 
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wares or merchandifes, mould not amount to the 
value of twenty (hillings current money; but if it 
exceed twenty {hillings value, and not above five 
pounds current money, then the fum of fix-pence 
fhall be paid for the fee or toll thereof; and for all 
goods, &c. exceeding in value five pounds current 
money, then it (hall be lawful to affefs the fum of 
twelve-pence current money for the fee or toll there­
of, and no more. 

IV. A N D , whereas the citizens and burgefTes of 
the feveral boroughs in England have formerly been 
allowed but half wages, in refpecl to the filary Of the 
knights of the (hires, B E I T T H E R E F O R E E N A C T ­
E D , That the citizens rcprefenting the city of Anna­
polis, (hall only be allowed half the wages to ths 
delegates and reprcfentatives as is and (hall be allow­
ed to the delegates of the feveral counties Of this 
province, and no more, 

V. A N D , whereas Worncll Hunt, Efquire, the 
prefent recorder of the faid city, is not yet qualified 
for that trr.it, by reafon he hath net been refident in 
this province during the term of three years, never-
thelefs the faid Wornell Hunt, by virtue of this acTt 

("hall be deemed, and is hereby qualified and enabled, 
to hold and execute the faid office of recorder of the 
city aforefaid, any law, ftatute, ufage or tuliom, to 
the contrary in anywife notwithstanding* 

VI. A N D BE I T E N A C T E D , by the Advice and 
Ccnfent aforefaidt That the land called the Town-
Common be referved and ,emain to the ufe of the 
proper owner or owners^ unlefs the citizens can make 

trr.it
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it appear to have made fatisfaction for the fame the 
next feffion of affembly. 

An ACT for fettling all difputes concerning the bounda­
ries of the feveral lots 'within the city of Annapolis, 
and confirming the fame to the refpeBive takers up, 
improvers and pur chafers thereof, and for laying out 
ten acres of land, out of the town pa/lure, into twenty 
lots more, to be added to the faid city. 

W T H E R E AS the original plot of furvey of the 
V V town of Annapolis, now erected into a city, 

has been deftroyed by the fire of the ftadt-houfe in. 
the year one thoufand feven hundred and four, and 
little or no footfteps left to find out the bounds of the 
feveral lots, whereby many difputes and lawfuits are 
like to arife among the inhabitants and proprietors of 
the laid lots ; and, forafmuch as juflice may the 
more fpeediiy, and at far lefs charges, be adminiflered 
upon any Rich difputes by three or more indifferent 
perfons, appointed by law to act as commiffioners to 
hear and finally determine them, and afcertain the 
boundaries and proprietorfhips of the lots within the 
laid city, as near as may be, according to the true 
intent and meaning of the original furveys of fuch 
proprietorfhips, and of the lets, of the town and port 
of Annapolis, made by Mr . Richard Beard, deceafed; 
it is therefore prayed, that it might be enacted, 

I I . A N D BE I T E N A C T E D , by the Right Ucnour-
aBfe the Lord Proprietary, by aid with the Advjce. a?id 
Confent of his Lordj'hip's Governor, and the Upper end 
Loioer Houjes of Afembly, and the htfhority of the 
fame7, Tha t the honourable colon;! William Holland, 

D colonel 
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colonel Thomas Addifon, captain Daniel Mariarte* 
and Mr. Alexander Warfield, o-: any three of them, 
he and are hereby appointed, authorifed and empow­
ered, commillioners for hearing, and finally deter­
mining, all or any the difputes that have and may 
arife among any the takers up, improvers or pur-
chafers, of all or any the lot or lots of land laid out 
within the faid city, concerning either the property 
or bounds of any the faid lots, and that, to that end, 
the afoiefaid commiffioners, or the major part of them, 
together with James Stoddart, Efquire,'' who is here­
by appointed to furvey the aforefaid city, and the 
feveral lots, flrects, and public grounds therein, do, 
foine time before the firil day o( Auguft, m this pre-
fent year of our Lord God feventeen hundred and 
eighteen, meet within the lame city, and calling be­
fore them, or the major part of them, the refpeftive 
proprietors and claimers of the lots aforefaid, hear 
and examine their pretentions thereto, and caufe the 
bounds thereof to be afcertained and flaked out accord­
ing to the true intent and meaning of the original plot 
or furvey of the town of Annapolis, heretofore made by 
the aforefaid Mr. Pdchard Beard, £o that no man, that 
has built by mi flake, be oufled of his pofleflion, and 
finally to ascertain the properties of the fevefal claims 
therein, and caufe their feveral determinations to be 
fairly tranferibed, and tranfmitted in the fecretary's 
office of this province, as the fettled and indisputable 
bounds and properties of all and lingular the faid 
lots, and parties claiming the fame. 

III. AND, to the end that the refpecrive owners of 
any parcels or quantity of lands, lying within the 
furvey or plot cf the faid city, may receive jufl and 

equitable 
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equitable fatisfa&ion from the feveral clairners or pof-
feffors of fuch lots as may happen to fall within the 
refpedive bounds they claim property in, BR I T E N ­
A C T E D , by the Authority, Advice and Confcrtt, afore~ 

faidy. That fuch refpe&ive owners pr clairners of any 
quantity or parcel of land, lying within the faid city, 
do appear before the faid commiffioners, at or before 
Hie firft day of Auguft next, or at any other day or 
time as the faid commiffioners, or the major part of 
them, mail appoint or direct, at the faid city, and 
upon oath, by the aforefaid commiffioners, or any of 
them, to be adminiftered to them, declare whether 
or no they know, or have heard, of any fatisfaclion 
or payment for all or any part of the faid lands, here­
tofore made to themfeives, or any others, by, from 
or under, whom they claim the fame ; and that, at 
the fame time, the faid clairners and owners of fuch 
quantities or parcels of land make good, and fhew to 
the faid commiffioners, their refpedive rights and! 
claims to the aforefaid lands, and receive fuch reafon-
able fatisfaclion therefore from the refpedive proprie­
tors of lots within fuch their lands, as the aforefaid 
commiffioners, or the major part of them, ffiall di-
r cd ; and that, in default of fuch claim and making 
good their feveral rights to the aforefaid quantities or 
parcels of land as aforefaid, they, the faid clairners 
and proprietors, and their heirs and affigns, mall be 
for ever hereafter precluded and barred from any 
claim, right, cr inlereft thereto, and the aforefaid 
quantities or parcels of land (hall be deemed to be 
held by the owner of fuch lots, under the like rents 
and fervices ss other lots and fands within the city 
aforefiud now are,

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IV. A N D , Whereas^ for the better encouragement 

of poor tradesmen to come and inhabit within the 
laid city, and carry on their refpeclive trades therein, 
the corporation of the faid city have {implicated this 
general affembly', that twenty more frnall lots fhould 
be laid and added to the faid city, B E I T T H E R E ­

F O R E E N A C T E D , l>y end -initio the Authority, Advice 
and Confint, af&refkid, Tha t the faid commifiioners, 
or tiie major part of them, by this aft nominated and 
appointed, mail caiife ten acres of the public pafture, 
lying on the north fide of the faid city, and to the 
eafhvard of the ferry road that leads by the hill 
whereon the powder-houfe now frauds, to he furveyed 
and ftaked out into twenty lots, to be taken up by 
any pcrfon or perfoiis that mail build a dwelling-
houfe upon the f.nie, according to the directions of 
the aforefaid act for erecting Anne-Arundel and Ox­
ford towns into ports and towns ; which taking up, 
and building upon, as aforefaid, upon paying to the 
proprietors of the faid ten acres what fum the faid 
commifiioners, or the major part of them, fhall aflefs

THAT all perfons, qualified by the charter of 
the city of Annapolis to vote for burgefles, 

mall, on the fame firft Monday of October, feventeen 
hundred and feventy-feven, and on the fame day in.

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majority of votes, two delegates, qualified agreeable 
to the faid charter • that the mayor, recorder and al­
dermen, of the faid city, or any three of them, be

defcription whatever, except billiard-tables.
